The address of the national conven- 
tion of the Irish American League con- 
cludes: ‘* We take the liberty of sug- 
gesting the immediate organization of 
Grecley clubs or leagues in every ward, 
city and county, and that an efficient 
State committee would be for more 
general direction of and co-operation 
in the good work. ‘hen organize and 
let our watchword be, “Greeley and 
victory.”

R. near Shoe Heel, Col. Wis- 
art being on board at the time. They 
persisted in approaching him until he 
‘nally eansented to a conference with 
them. The conversation was long and 
.pparently important, the outlaws final- 
taking thelr departure. Andrew 
was heard to remark = on 

“when we send for you, 
come.’ In Shee Heel, sub- 
to this interview, Colonel 
Wishart divulged the fact that the 
subject of the conference was a propo- 
sition on the part of the outlaws to sur- 
yonder themselves to him, on condition 
that he would intercede and procure 
their pardon, and that shey would then 
depart the country. 

Thinking that perhaps he could after 
iil benefit the county by causing the 
outlaws to leaye in some manner, he 
scemed determined to hold another in- 
terview with them, upon receipt of no- 
tice of the time and place, as bad been 
previously determined. Word was re- 
ceived, and the appointment fixed for 
‘Laesday, but Colonel Wishart’s 
husiness engagements were such as 
to compel its postponement until 
Thursday. At the appointed time this 
fearless man, alone and unarmed, we 
hear, took his way to the place of mect- 
ing, aspoton the public road about 
three quarters of a mile from a_ place 
called Lebanon Church, between Shoe 
Ifecl and Red Banks, and distant some 
iour or five miles from each of those 
points. But alas! he never returned 
alive. Ile was either cowardly mur- 
dered from ambush, or basely shot down 
while in the conference to which he had 
been betrayed. Between 12 and 1 o'clock 
ofthat day twoorthree negroes working 
in the woods near the scene of the mur- 
dor, heard four reports of flreams. About 
| o’clock the same afternoon, Mr. Wim. 
Sellars, while riding by this point, 
found the body of Col. Wishart lying 
12 the road, and completely riddled 
with buckshot. He was shot through 
the side and shoulder, and also in the 
cad, one or two shot passing through 
tle brain. His death must have been 
instantaneous. The fact was reported, 
and a party of grief-stricken friends 
ani neighbors secured the body and 
conveyed it to his home in Shoe Heel. 

Co]. Wiskart was one of the most in- 
trepid and courageous of those who un. 
dertook measures to rid the county of 
the out aws. His efforts in hunting them 
was persistent and vigorous, He exerted 
himself most ardently to either capture 
or kill them for months and months,and 
was regaaded by them as their most 
dreaded foe. He wasat the time of his 
death engaged in merchandizing at 
Shoe Hill, and leaves a wife and three 
young children. It will be recollected, 
when the State authorities commenced 
war on the Lowreys, Col. Wishart wns 
appointed to the command of one of 
the regiments then authorized to be 
raised, 

The place of this murder was near 
ihe scene of the killing of young Davis 
by the outlaws some months since. 
Stephen Lowrey and Andrew 
Strong are supposed to have together 
accomplisied the deed. Tom Lowrey 
having been elsewhere at the time. 

The biood of this brave man unites 
with that already so pitifully spilied by 
‘le Lowrey gang in calling fer ven- 
ceance upon the murderers, And 
while unavenged, this Jlood, so 
‘lly shed, remains a blot upon the 

.dininistration of the powers that 
be, and a damning evidenee against the 
-ousted protection of the citizen.
